The resolutions in effect were that President 


Shaffer of the amalagated association had im- 
peached the unionism of Gompers. After the 
reading of the resolutions, Shaffer said: "I demand 
a thorough investigation of these charges," with 
much vehemence. The convention was then in 
an uproar. Gompers urged that the charges be 
taken up at once and a committee appointed. 
The federation adjourned in order to give the 
committee a chance to investigate and will meet 
at 9 o'clock tomorrow to hear the report
